SUBSIDENCES IN CHESHIRE. 


How Buildings Are Sinking in Certain 
Portions of England. 

Our engraving illustrates a very curious 
and very unpleasant phenomenon in Wins- 
ford, Cheshire, England—the sinking of a 
large building into the earth This and 
many other sinkings in that county are due 
to the removal of salt from the mines. Over 
1,200,000 tons of pure salt from brine and 
500,000 tons of rock salt are shipped annually 
from Cheshire; the latter is regularly 
quarried out and the former made from brine 
pumped up from the deep pits, In addi-

channels, In the towns of Northwich and 
Winsford the houses are settling down in all 
sorts of ways, as chance may determine, 
windows and doors often standing at acute 
angles to the foot walks, and these rising oc- 
casionally in waves.

In 1755 there was exhibited o> Rouen a 
giant 8%; feet in height. A Swedish peasant 
mentioned by Baffon was 8% feet in beight, 
and this too was the stature of the Finnish 
giant, Cujanus; and the King of Prussia, 
Frederick William, had a guard of nearly the 
the same height. The giant Gille, of Trent, 
in the Tyrol, was over Sy feet in height, 
and this was the stature of one of the 


jguaris of the duke of Brunswick. The 
giant Winckeimeler, who is now exhib- 
iting at Paris, and who is S!, feet in 


height, may be taken, then, as an example of 
the highest stature reached in the human 
species. Atthe opposite extremity, we find 
a large number of dwarfs cited as having 
been lees than twenty inches in beight. Some 
of these are said to have been but sixteen or 
even twelve inches; but such dwarfs have 
been ut monsters with atrophied legs or 
with a curved spine, or children whose de- 
velopment has been arrested and whom their 
showmen aged by some years.

BOAT IN THE DOCK. 
| The boat is 100 feet long, with 12 feet beam 
| and 100 tons displacement and engines for 


250 horse power. [t can be sunk ina few 
moments to a depth of fifty feet, remain 
under water nine hours and progress there at 
8 maximum speed of ten knots per hour. She 
carries fish torpedoes at the bow and two 
Nordenfekit quick firing guns on top—on 
what may by courtesy be called the deck. 
And with all this can carry coal enough for a 
sail of 900 knots on the surface. But all the 
force for an under water run must be stored 
up before the sinking; and she has a storage 

| capacity for steam that would propel ber 
fifty miles under water without once rising to 
the surface. But it is not claimed that any 
such under water stretch is practicable; if, for 
no other reason, the impomibility of seeing 
abead wouk! prevent it, as the boat must 
come to the surface from time to time to cor 
rect ber cour She can be sunk, however, 
till nothing remains above water but the lit- 
tle glass cupola on top; with his bead in that, 
the captain can observe the enemy and di- 
rect his boat with certainty, while so little of 
the craft shows that the sharpest eyed look 
out man would not see it many yards away. 
In fact, this Nordenfeldt boat can really ap- 
proach a hostile vessel unseen, which the or- 
dinary torpedo boat can rarely do.

THE AMERICAN EXHIBITION. 


Yankee Enterprise to Be Shown to the 
People of England 
This month of May is to witness a very re- 
markable enterprise—an American art and 
industrial exhibition in London. The world 
has become familiar with national exhibitions 
since their inauguration in the great London 
Crystal palace of 1551; yet for one nation to 
present an exhibition in the capital of another 
is a striking novelty, and this is just what 
America is doing. The scheme was projected

lat West Kensington, near London, where

First is the main building, consisting of a 
front of 210 feet in width, a court, and a kall 
1,280 feet long. The structure is of railroad 
| iron and glass, except that the floor is of 
wool. From this projects the restaurant, 
9 feet wide and 24 feet long, and on 
| the opposite side the art gallery, 80 by 
100 feet Of course such a limited 
space could have been filled a dozen times 
over with typical American products, so the

On the front of the shaft are two crossed 
swords with a laurel wreath. The structure 
is ornamente’ with a Corinthian cap stone, 
bearing on its summit a pyramid of five pol- 
ished granite canngn balls eighteen inches in 
diameter. The tire structure is thirty- 
seven and abalf feetin height. Atthe ap- 
proach to the ménument from the south side 
is an ornamental entrance of granite eight 
feet wide. On the posts of the entrance are 
engraved branfbes of laurel anc oak, and 
underneath an ‘antique dagger encircled by 
a wreath of laurel. The description and our 
engraving attést the beauty of the design 
and give assurfince that this monument will 
ever remain @ beautiful proof of generous 
sentiments in/our reunited country and an 
honor to the dgnor.

miles from the bome of the late President 
Garfield. Early in 1891 the town was begun; 
in 1882 it was quite a place. That year also 
Brigham Young was converted and located 
there; in 1835 this temple was begun, and in 
1896 it was completed and consecrated with 
frantic performances of various kinds In 
the meantime the Mormons bad made a 
settlement in Jackson county, Missouri, 
where they had a small war with the Gen- 
tiles, and whenee they were driven into the 
north west « of that state. At Kirtland 
they set up a community mill, store and 
bank; the goods from the store were sold on 
credit or given in payment for work on 
temple, and the notes of the bank were put 
out so industriously that in the panic of 1837 
they sank to six centson the dollar. Soon 
after all the principal Mormons fled to Mis- 
souri, the bank notes became worthless and 
only a few of the original Rigdonites re 
mained about Kirtland

on the east coast. Many have already taken 
that route; but the low lands near the bay 
are so malarious that the route is only recom 
mended for winter travel. From Cape Town 
the route is through a very high and health- 
ful region. The scenes are like those of the 
California excitement, on a smaller scale 
Barberton, the metropolis of the De Kaap 
gold field, already has 5,000 inhabitants, with 
three banks and three newspapers; the build- 
ings are good, law and order are well en- 
forced, and the British mail service is regu 
| lar. The local government is pushing for- 
ward the railroad, and by next winter the 
wagon route will be very short 
The yield of gold is surprising. The Sbceba 
Reef gold mining company has already taken 
out and reduced 700 tons of quartz, averaging 
| a little over seven ounces to the ton; and the 
dividends of the company in less than a year 
amounted to 63 per cent. No mention is 
made in the report of placer workings; but 
the appliances for reducing the ore are so 
crude that the tailings asmy a large amount of 
free gold. It is the intention to work over these 
tailings when better machinery is brought in 
In California fully one-third of the gold re 
| mained in the tailings at the first mines 
worked ; and even where much less was left the 
Chinese miners have been many years engaged 
in working over the tailings. The excavation 
} from which the Sheeba Reef company took 
700 tons is 100 feet long, 3 feet wide, and 40 
| feet deep; and the experts all declare it to be 
a “chimney” or “gold shoot” from the true 
| mine below; so the company is sinking rap- 
| idly on the line of “best results,” and have 
| struck a very rich bonanza at the bottom of 
their shaft, 140 feet below the regular work- 
| ings, 
| This is so far the most productive mine, 
but there are several others. At Moodie’s, 
| eight miles southwest of Barberton, indi- 
vidual miners are taking out and crushing 
from seventy to eighty pounds each of quartz 
daily, crushing it in a sert of arastra which 
| they calla “dolly;” but a six stamp mill has 
just been set up there. A few miles further up 
| the mountain is Komarti district, where very 
| rich ore has been found and several new 


| mines are opened. That district is peculiarly 
favorable for working, as the river runs di 
rectly through it and the transport of ore is 
easy. A little east of that is Swazieland,

still governed by a native king, who has 
granted concessions to the miners, and very 
rich ore has been found. Other districts are 
the Elephant, Kloof, Republic, Kimberley, 
Sheba, Belfast, Caledonia and Victoria. A 
hundred stampers were running at the begin 
ning of this year, but machinery is coming in 
so fast that the crushing capacity will be 
trebled before the close of this year. Consid 
ering that these mines were only proved to be 
of value in ISS4, the development has been 
very rapid. The official report says little of 
the formation, but the mountain is what our 
miners would call the “back bone” of South 
Africa. Ever since the quartz lodes of Aus- 
tralia and California declined in importance, 
geologists have said that if such fields were 
again to be found it would probably be in 
“the back bone of Central Africa"—among 
the very oldest mountains in the world; and 
though thes discoveries are south of that, 
the formation is probably much the same
